Claims 11, 16-18, 22, and 23 stand rejected as 
anticipated by LIN 6,000,713. 

Claims 13 and 21 stand rejected as obvious over LIN in 
view of SATTERFIELD 6,807,690. 

Claim 14 stands rejected as obvious over LIN and 
EHRENREICH 2003/0121123. 

Claims 19 and 20 stand rejected as obvious over LIN in 
view of HIGSON 4,703,944. 

These rejections are moot in view of the below- 
discussed amendments. 
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Amendments 

Claim 24 has been rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim 23. 

Claim 25 has been rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim 11. 

Base claim 11 has been amended to include allowable 

claim 15. 

Since the Official Action stated that claims 15, 24 and 
25 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims, allowance of claims 11, 24, and 25 is 
solicited . 

Allowance of the dependent claims is also solicited.
